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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

I. Rejections 

Claims 1-2, 5-8, 10, 11, and 13 are rejected as anticipated over Navani. 

Claims 4, 9, and 12 are rejected as obvious over Navani in view of Hager. 

Claims 1, 2, 6, 7 and 1 1 are rejected as obvious over Dabbiere in view of 
Business Wire. 

Claims 3 and 8 are rejected as obvious over Dabbiere in view of 
Business Wire and Peterson. 

Claims 4, 9, and 12 are rejected as obvious over Dabbiere in view of 
Business Wire and Hager. 

Claims 5, 10, and 13 are rejected as obvious over Dabbiere in view of 
Business Wire and Phillips. 

All rejections are believed obviated by the attached affidavit to antedate the 
references.
